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T he m ost fam ous diamond m ines in 
th e world are Kim berley, De Beers, 
Dutoitspan, Bulfontein and 
W essel- 
ton. 
Kimberley is practically in the 
c e ntre of the present diam ond-produc­ 
ing area. 
T he five diamond m ines are all co n­ 
tained in a precious circle three and 
one-half miles in diam eter. 
They are 
irreg ular-shaped round or oval pipes, 
extending v ertically downward to un­ 
know n depths, and becoming na rro w ­ 
e r as the depth increases. 
They are 
considered to be v olcanic necks filled 
from below with a heterog eneous m ix­ 
ture of frag m ents 
of 
surrounding 
rocks, and of older rocks, such as 
g ranite, ming led and cem ented with a 
tiTuish-colored hard m ass, in which fa­ 
m ous 
“ blue g ro und” th e im bedded 
diam onds are hidden. 
How the g reat pipes were orig inally 
form ed it is hard to say. 
They w ere 
certainly not b urst throug h in the o r ­ 
dinary m anner of v olcanic eruption, 
since the surrounding and enclosing 
walls show no sig ns of ig neous action, 
and are not sh a tte re d or broken up 
ev en when touching the “blue g round.” 
It, is pretty certain th a t these pipes 
w ere filled from below after they were 
pierced, and the diam onds wen* form ­ 
ed a t some prev ious tim e and mixed 
w ith a mud volcano, tog ether w ith all 
kinds of debris eroded from the rocks 
throug h which it erupted, forming a 
g eolog ical “plum pudding .” 
A m ore 
wildly 
heterog eneous 
m ixture 
can 
hardly be found anyw here else on this 
g lobe. 
It may be th a t each volcanic pipe 
is the v ent for its own laboratory— 
a laboratory buried at vastly g re a te r 
dep ths than we h av e yet reached—- 
w here the tem p erature is com parable 
w ith that of the 
electric 
furnace, 
w h ere the pressure is fiercer than in 
o ur puny laboratories and the melting - 
point hig her, w here 110 oxyg en is p res­ 
ent, and wh^re m a sses of liq uid c a r­ 
bon 
hav e 
taken 
centuries, 
perhaps 
thousands of years, to cool to th e 
solidifying point. 
In 1903 the K im berley mine had 
reached a depth of 2,599 feet. 
T un­ 
nels are driv en from 
the 
v arious 
sh a fts at different lev els, about 120 
feet apart, to cro ss th e mine from 
w est to east. 
T h e se tunnels are con­ 
nected by two o th e r tunnels running 
no rth and south.

COUNTERFEITING. 


A m ou n t of “ Q u e e r * * M on e y i n C l r c u - 
la t i on 
( ¡ r . m i i i f ! 
i.e.'**. 
According to tin* records of the gov­ 
ernment secret service nnd of the R a nk ­ 
ers’ Association the amount of "queer" 
money in eireuiation lias been growing 
less anti less in proportion to the total 
for the past twenty years. 
The expert 
counterfeiters, tneii who were artists 
at the practice of their dubious proies- 
nion, have been driven oyt of it by tne 
increasing risks and the relentless pu r­ 
suit which the government 
and 
tin* 
hanks have practiced toward them. At 
the present time most of the men en­ 
gaged in this 
occupation are “cheap 
skates.” who would not have been rec­ 
ognized by the old-time leaders 
who 
reckoned their profits by tens of thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
The reason for the virtual disappear­ 
ance of w hat once was recognized as 
the top rank of the various criminal 
pursuits is due partly to the relentless- 
ness with which I ’ncle Sam hunts down 
every 
counterfeiting 
enterprise, 
and 
comes partly from the increasing use 
of banks. 
Almost everybody maintains 
—jjsome kind of a hank account, and this 
is tlie g r e a t e r protect ion against etuih- 
terfeiters, for it is in passing under 
the scrutiny of the money-handling ex­ 
perts in the banks th a t most spurious 
money is detected and retired from cir­ 
culation. 
There is still a large amount 
of money in circulation, perhaps $1.- 
OOO.doo or more, which falls to come up 
to standard 
requirements 
in one or 
more particulars. 
There are two general fields of activ­ 
ity for the man who tries to make his 
living by tampering with the money of 
the country. 
The first of these is tin* 
reproduction of currency, whether pa ­ 
per or metallic. 
The second, the more 
devious, is that in which the chief end 
is robbing gold and tin* larger silver 
coins of a ¡» art of their value and then 
putting them into circulation again. 
In 
the lirst class, that of actual counter­ 
feiting. tin* production of bogus hills is 
the most common feature. 
It is cheap­ 
er, no more difficult, and the returns 
of infrequent success would seem to lie 
larger. 
Almost every denomination of 
notes is counterfeited. 
There are many ways of doctoring 
good coin to tin* gain of the criminal 
and the public loss. 
Over in China, for 
instance, the wily Oriental thinks 
if 
worth while t»» cut I’ncle Sam ’s snver 
_ dollars into two fiat halves, for the pur- 
]m sc of scooping bullion from the in­ 
side. 
They are then filled up with 
metal of a proper weight and fa stened 
together so carefully as practically to 
defy detection. 
In this country a sim ­ 
ilar hut even more delicate treatment 
is given to gold coins, as silver is con­ 
sidered unworthy of notice by the a rtis­ 
tic worker in this line. 
"Plugging” is 
tiie favorite method employed, and the 
larger denominations of gold coins, es­ 
pecially 
pieces, are seltsffed. 
l’hc 
interior of these coins is bored out with 
« xeeedingly delicate instruments, sev­ 
eral dollars' worth of pure gold being 
obtained from each. 
The mlmPe hole 
is drills! in the edges, and so expertly 
is the Interior plugged with bad but 
weighty metal th a t these coins often 
defy detection until 
they 
reach 
tie* 
hands of an expert. 
The puncture is so 
small anti sc cleverly annealed with 
pure gold that a very good pair of eyes 
is necessary to detect it. 
From such work as this the met I axis 
pass through an increasingly unartistic 
series of efforts. 
Some counterfeiters 
give the gold 
c o i n s an acid hath, 
u 
"sweat” them out of a dollar or tw<> 
of the good metal and then pass them 
along. The coins are genuine, of course, 
but tilt* sweating deprives them of the 
required weight. 
These sweated coins 
I ass until they reach the hanks or the 
euhtreasurics, where they are at once 
caught up.

At the beginning of the revolutionary 
war a portrait called “The Fnkuown” 
was suit to the Tu I booth, or Town 
House of Glasgow, where it hung until 
rerout years. 
It came there mysteri­ 
ously—not by deed of gift or purchase 
—and very few knew anything about 
this picture of a youth in the uniform 
of a major in the British army. 
In May. 1!m»7 . tin* State Department 
at Washington received a letter from 
R. W. Austin. American 
consul 
at 
Glasgow, giving an account of this por­ 
trait, then hanging 
in 
the 
People’s 
Palace, 
which 
In* said 
Mr. 
I.ugton. 
curator of the museum, contended was 
a portrait of George Washington, one 
that had been painted for Gov. Din- 
widdie. when 
Washington was about 
22 and was on the Colonial Governor's 
staff with the rank of major. 
Mr. Img- 
ton had made researches concerning 
the portrait of “The Unknown." and 
gives the traditional 
history of the 
picture : 
When Gov. Dinwiddie was Colonial 
Governor of Virginia, and there were 
disturbances with the Indians. George 
Washington was recommended to him 
as one whose sagacity could 
Im* relied 
upon for conducting negotiations with 
tin* red men, and he was accordingly 
placed on tlu* Governor’ staff, with tin* 
rank of major. 
Washington showed so much ability 
in dealing with the Indians and was 
personally so attractive that lu* became 
a great favorite with 
the Governor, 
who. when lu* returned to Glasgow this 
native placet, 
took 
this 
full-lengili 
painting, which is distinctly of 
the 
N an Dyck school, with him. 
The iH» r- 
trait hung in his home until the begin­ 
ning of the revolutionary war. wlu*n. 
Washington hemming a “ rebel." the 
Governor s« *nt it to the Town House, 
disguised under the nam e of “The l ’n- 
known." 
From the Ta I booth a few 
years ago it was transferred to the 
People’s Palace, the only picture with­ 
out a record in the museum. 
The curator calls atetntion to tin* 
general resemblance of the face and 
features and the proportions and hear­ 
ing of the figure to the early portraits 
of Washington, and to the more special 
likeness of the gray eyes and of the 
mouth to Washington's youthful pic­ 
tures. 
Washington’s 
later 
portraits 
with which one is more familiar were 
very unlike tin* earlier ones. 
The dress of the Glasgow portrait is 
almost identical with th at of one of 
Washington’s portraits painted in the 
uniform of a British oltieer. 
When the 
Glasgow portrait is seen in a strong 
light a morning glory, the native Amer­ 
ican convolvulus, which is not found in 
England or Scotland, is observed 
on 
the trunk of a tree in front of wide!) 
lie stands. 
Mr. Austin was so im­ 
pressed with the account of the por­ 
trait of "The I ’nknown" that he wrote 
to the State D epartm ent on the sub­ 
ject. and suggested th a t 
the Mount 
Vernon Ladies’ Association might take 
«‘Special interest in this newly-discov­ 
ered portrait. 
Through the State De 
partaient it was brought to the atten­ 
tion of the association, and with the 
active interest and co-operation of oui» 
consul, aided by tin* generous courtesy 
of tin* Lord Provost and City Council 
of Glasgow, the jKirtrait was finally 
sunt as a loan to the Mount Vernon La­ 
dies’ Association, which gave it an en­ 
thusiastic 
welcome, and 
lias had 
it 
hung on the wall of the banquet hall at 
Mount Vernon. 
The steamship company gave the por­ 
trait free transportation and the go\- 
ernment gave it a free entry into the 
country. 
The association keeps the 
picture insured at the valuation placed 
upon it by tin* corporation of Glasgow. 
It will probably never l» o recalled, for 
flit* City Council of Glasgow disclaimed 
any power to give or sell the picture. 
It en me to them in a mysterious way. 
and they could give no deed for it.

filthy liefore tlx* dirt in tlx* ice forms 
on tlx* inside of tlx* pipe and linos it 
with a slime that only tiie soda anti 
thorough brushing will remove; if a t ­ 
tended to twery week, the chlorides will 
suffice to free the pipe from all im­ 
purities. 
If there is a drain pipe underneath 
the ice b« '\, when* tlit* waste water 
escapes, th) ix» t neglect this, hut pour 
more of tlu* hot soda solution down it; 
a fter a few moments pour tlu* cold 
water over every part of the lining of 
tlx* refrigerator, wipe it with a clean, 
perfectly dry cloth, anti let it remain 
• » pen to a i r ; tile clear eoltl w ater rinses 
tin* ice box and also assists in lowering 
the tem perature after tlu* Itoiling water 
has heated tlu* 
refrigerator ; 
never 
scrub tin* let* box with boiling hot suds, 
for unless it lias been woefully neg- 
leetcd. 
it will not be necessary. 
It 
raises the température, which is Harm­ 
ful to the refrigerator and undoubted­ 
ly causes odors t « » arise and a steam 
to gather, which settles on tlu* fo<» d. to 
its detriment. Wash tlu* shelves, scald, 
then rinse in very cold w a te r ; wijie 
dry and place in tin* sun anti air K» r a 
short tim e ; they may then he returned 
to place, and tin* ice box is clean.

is easily kept clean by looking over tlu* 
contents every morning, using up what 
is left from tin* day before, or throw ­ 
ing aw ay anything that is not ft» he 
used; wiping off tin* shelves ¡it once if 
a nything is spilled on them. 
Lat-I of 
all. keep flit* atmosphere sweet and dis­ 
courage all forms of vermin by placing 
a lump of charcoal in 
each compart­ 
ment. 
Wht'ii anything is spilled it should be 
washed up immediately, in any cast*, 
for food spilled in an 
ice box soon gives 
rise to fumes which contaminate tlx* 
rest of tlu* food and injure the lining.

Bro th erh o o d Welfare asso ciatio n h ave 
fo r so me time been making arrange­ 
ments fo r a mo nster p a r a d e and meet 
ing o n Labo r day . but w h en tin1 parade 
fo rmed th ere were less th an 1,000 in 
line. 
Th e po lice say th ey reco gnizt *1 
many anarch ists in th e line, amo ng 
th em so me wh o attended th e meeting 
In Unio n Square last spring wh en a 
bo mb was th ro wn at th e po lice wh ich 
killed a spectato r and fatally wo und­ 
ed th e bo mb-th ro wer h imself. 
Th ere were fo ur banners o f canvas 
and many smaller Hags and standards 
carried in th e parade, bearing such 
inscriptio ns as th ese:

“Twenty -five th o usand unemplo y ed 
walk th e streets o f New Yo rk everj 
nigh t.” 
“New Yo rk with all its glo ry h ad no

a do llar to play it. 
It was th e play ing 
o f th is air, identified in past times- 
with so much blo o dsh ed, th at started 
th e tro uble. As so o n as th e cro wd h ad 
gath ered in th e h all th e band begar, 
to play th e Marseillaise, and in an in­ 
stant nearly every o ne present jump* d 
to h is feet, ch eering and stami ing o n 
th e flo o r.

Dr. Ben Reitman, wh o calls h imself

Emma Go ldman. 
Th is bro ugh t fo rth 
ch eering. 
Dr. Reitman was o n th e 
pro gram fo r a speech o n th e "Care o f 
th e Unemplo y t d,” but it was no ! no ­ 
ticed th at h e h ad any th ing to sa> o n 
th is subject. 
Dr. Reitman urged tin 
unemplo y ed to cease submitting to la­ 
bo r. 
He deno unced public institutio ns 
and th en said 
“Listen! 
Th is is anarch y , but I to ll 
y o u th ere sh o uld be fewer th o usands 
expended in th e maintenance o f th e 
ch urclus and th e po lice, and th e mo n­ 
ey sh ™ild be expended in caring fo r 
th e unemplo y ed such as y o u. and n >f 
spent in keeping up such institutio ns.” 
At th at po int Ch arles Oberwager, a 
fo rmer president o f th e Central Fed­ 
erated Unio n, wras intro duced. 
He de­ 
no unced th e preceding speaker, declar­ 
ing th at Dr. Reitman h ad preach ed th e 
do ctrine o f anarch y .

o utburst and during th e excitement 
Berkman sprang to h is feet and de­ 
manded to be allo wed I*) take tin* plat­ 
fo rm to defend th e anarch istic do c­ 
trines in wh ich h e believes.

Emma Go ldman tried to reach

rested.

Th en th e y o ung 
wo man wh o said h er name was "Mary 
Smith ” fo ugh t h er way to Berkman’s 
side and urged h im to take th e plat­ 
fo rm. 
Berkman tried to do th is and 
was arrested. 
Th e cro wd clo sed in 
abo ut flu* po lic* men, and fo r a mo ­ 
ment it lo o ked as th o ugh a rescue 
migh t h e attempted, but Berkman re 
mained calm and said no th ing to urge 
h is fo llo wers o n. 
Oth er po licemen 
to o k "Mary Smith " into custo dy arid 
tin* two were taken to a po lice statio n, 
wh ere th ev were lo cked up. ch arged 
with diso rderly co nduct and inciting a 
rio t.
